The Egyp^ 
tians, the Greeks and the Romans, a* 
well as the kings of France gave 
batons to their great military leaders 
as a sign of high authority. 
While 
less exalted officers 
wore 
swords, 
which signified that they took part 
in battu*, the French marshals of the 
past carried only a short hollow rod. 
Baton of Legal Length 
Ancient laws have been found that 
specify the length to be 19 “pounces, 
or inches, which equals roughly r<31 
centimeters iu modern measure 
The 
thickness is fixed at 45 milimeters, or | 
a little over an inch and a half. 
Dur­ 
ing the Bourbon period the baton was 
covered with royal blue velvet, dotted 
wiik tteur de lis, or the white lilie* of 
trance. 
Napoleon changed the lilies 
to bees, which were later transformed I 
into stars and then into eagles. 
it is expected that Marshal Joffre’s 
baton will be covered with the horizon 
blue of the French infantry uniforms, 
and that it will be decorated with 
stars. 
A former court jeweler, named 
Belize, is supposed to have one al­ 
ready made, and a Paris hatter has 
had the forethought to make a mar­ 
shal's cap for the new dignitary, but 
so far no photographs of either have 
been shown. 
The baton was made hollow because 
it was supposed to serve a* a conven­ 
ient casing for the marshal’s plan of 
battle, which he unrolled at conven­ 
ient moments, and then gave his or­ 
ders for movements of troops. Times 
have changed. 
Now a commander-in- 
chief needs a whole office building 
for his plau*. 
Swords Have Gone Out 
ll is also noteworthy that swords 
have gone out of faahiou—at least on 
the Franco-British front. 
It is only 
I he very young officers who carry < 
their swords about Paris, but they, 
soon learn to leave them at home. At: 
the front swords are never seen. The 
officers do not lead a charge w ith 1 
"drawn swords” any more. 
They carry a cane or riding crop 
or a swagger stick, a fashion adopted 
by the French from the English at the 
beginning of the war.

California Mediation Act 


Safeguarding the Public Interests In Industrial Disputed 


Affecting Public Service 


The California Mediation Act intro­ 
duced at the present session of the 
legislature by Assem blym an Goetting, 
with the full support of the San F ran­ 
cisco C ham ber of Com m erce, is a 
m easure of state-wide 
interest 
and 
purposes to do for California 
what 
President Wilson believes should be 
done for the nation with respect to 
mediation in strik es and lockouts on 
interstate railroads. 
The California Mediation Bill will 
affect strikes and lockouts in connec­ 
tion with any S tate public utility such 
as railroad com panies, telegraph and 
telephone com panies, and light, heat, 
water and i>ower companies. 
W here a strike or a lockout affects 
a public utility, like a railroad, or a 
telegraph company, or a light or pow­ 
er company, not only the comfort but 
the m aterial welfare of a great por­ 
tion. and in some cases of all, of the 
public will necessarily be directly af­ 
fected by a strike. 
The farm er who 
wants to ship his products to market, 
often products of a perishable nature, 
feels the effect of a railroad strike. 
The whole industrial activity of the 
S tate would be affected by a strike on 
the telepraph or telephone companies. 
A power company strike might affect 
interurban communication or tie up 
industrial 
establishm ents 
dependent 
on the power guaranteed and thus af­ 
fect the em ploym ent of their employ­ 
ees. 
Whole com m unities 
m ight 
go 
without light in case of a strike on a 
lighting com pany. 
In all these possi­ 
ble cases, the interest of the public 
is param ount to the in terest of any 
em ployer or any set of employees. 
The California Mediation Act does 
not deny the right to strike; it merely 
suspends the right during the time of 
a public investigation. 
It does not af­ 
fect strikes or loekouts. except those 
occurring on public utilities. 
The Mediation Act provides for# a 
Board of Mediation to reconcile dif­ 
ferences 
arising 
between 
employer 
and employees connected with State 
public utilities. 
In the event of the 
findings of the board not being accept­ 
able to either party, the right to strike 
or lockout still rem ains. 
The aet sus­ 
pends the right to strike or lockout 


during; this public investigation an d 
report. 
The basic principle of the act 
is th a t public opinion m ust prevail, 
but th a t dt should be an intelligent 
public opinion formed 
after 
a 
full 
knowledge of the facts. 
T h e principles involved in tills law 
have been tried successfully In C a n ­ 
ada u n d e r w hat is there known a s the 
“Industrial 
Disputes 
Investigation 
Act,” which has been in force th e r e 
since 1907. 
In a recent official rep o rt 
showing th e operation of the C anadian 
Act since its adoption in March, 1907, 
It ap pears th at as a result of this Act 
ninety 
per 
cent of the th reaten ed 
strikes and lockouts have been av oid ­ 
ed in th ose industries to which th e Act 
applies. 
T aking one Canadian fiscal 
year, as an example, the average tim e 
taken to investigate and report upon 
a dispute referred under the C anadian 
Act was forty-nine days. 
T he Am erican Federation of Labor. 
in its recent convention at Baltim ore, 
unanim ously declared its opposition to 
the suggestions of President W ilson 
with re sp e c t to compulsory m ediation. 
It* appears likely, therefore, th a t th e 
representatives of organized labor will 
oppose th e passage of the C alifornia] 
Mediation Act a t the present session 
of the California Legislature. 
T h e is­ 
sue involved In th is Mediation Act is 
the simple issue: 
Shall the people 
rule? or. in m atters iii which th e pub­ 
lic at large are vitally interested, shall j 
the people be ruled by a class? 
Before the public is subjected to th e ( 
discomfort, to the loss, to the Injury , 
resulting from a strike or lockout on 
a public utility, they are surely e n ­ 
titled to know what the dispute is 
about, to form th eir opinion concern* 
lug the m erits of the dispute an d to ( 
bring to bear upon the se ttlem ent of 
that dispute the force of a carefully 
m tured public opinion. 
This in substance is what the M edi­ 
ation Act will accom plish; and if the 
Mediation Act should fail of imssage, 
the vital interests of the public m u st 
continue to be m ade subordinate to 
the clash of personal 
interests 
b e­ 
tween employer and employee c o n ­ 
nected with the public utility serv ices 
of the State
